Wiiile the .Tunior Red Cross Is ex¬ 
tending aid to tlie etdldreii of all of 
the wnr-deviistnled cotm1rie.s, largely 
througli educational cliaiinels, tlicre is 
no one project, pertiaps, wliich pre¬ 
sents a greater appeal tlian lliat of tlie 
Raknie .scliool. Tliis institution was 
organized for the training of crippled 
1111(1 delicieiit cliildren and it has met 
with remarkable success. 

Tlie original 12 crippled youths who 
first received training under Dr. I5a- 
kulo are still wltli tlie scliool, but in 
the capacity of instructors'. They have 
become not only self-supporting but 
they are contrilinling largely toward 
the support of the school and are 
teacliing between 200 and .“100 children 
taken In from the streets of Prague. 

About two years ago, Dr. Rakule 
was obliged to leave tlie scliool where 
lie WHS living with these hoys and they 
imniodiately decided to go forth with 
him. Roldly they set out, and for a 
time they lived like gypsies. Finally 
Dr. Rakule sueee(»ded In renting three 
small rooms where they ate, slept and 
worked while the teacher lectured to 
secure the funds' necessary to set up 
his school anew. 

Rapid progress was made and now 
the school Is firmly established on the 
outskirts of ITagne, and there Dr. Rn- 
kule has opened to children in whose 
lives, otherwise, only sordldness and 
misery W'oiild have exi.s'ted, hope, hap¬ 
piness and ambition. 

Red Cross w'orki'rs say that one of 
the most reinarkahle schools in tlie 
w'orld Is that conducted by Dr. Rakule 
In I’rague. It Is achieving such amaz¬ 
ing results that educators In many 
countries, especially niniiual training 
teachers and child welfare w'orkers, 
are w'atching with deep intort'St the 
efforts of Rakule and tils staff and are 
seeking for all available Infonu.atlon 
regarding his methods of instruction. 

The Rakule school Is not very old. 
According to such facts ns have come 
to the United States, the doctor was 
an Instructor In an n.sylum for de¬ 
formed children maintained by the 
government of Austria-Hungary when 
w'nr broke out In the summer of 1!>14. 
As the conflict proceeded and the gov¬ 
ernment npproticlied eollnpse the in¬ 
stitution practically went to pieces and 
Rakule found himself out of a job. 
Being out of a job wasn’t a calamity, 
In his estimation ; the tragedy lay with 
the cripples themselves, whose plight 
w'as desperate. 

With a faith that In some w-ay Prov¬ 
idence would help. Dr. Rakule gathered 
about him a number of Ids pupils, set 
up a school of his own In a barn and 
during subsequent months managed to 
keep the group together. The collapse 
of Austria-Hungary, the end of the 
war and the calls for aid by millions 
of destitute and starving people to the 
outside world, brought, among other 
relief agencies to Prague, the Junior 
Red Cross of America. 

Bakule’s great work—his genius, his 
courage, his faith—came to the atten¬ 
tion of the Junior workers. At first 
they gave him moderate aid, then more 
and more, until today the famous Ba- 
kule school Is subsidized by the Ju¬ 
nior Red Cross of America. 

Without doubt the most famous 
product of the school and now an In¬ 
structor there. Is a youngster named 
Frantlk, who was born without arras. 
This boy holds the distinction of pos- 
se.sslng the handiest pair of human 
feet In the world today. Frnntik’s

In view of the fact that farmers 
are using an ever increasing nuinlier 
of motortrucks, it Is interesting to 
notew'hat a lending transportation au¬ 
thority recently said nhout doing 
this w’lth trucks, that is, calling them 
two. three, four, etc., ton trucks. 

“Obviously It Is ns Illogical for a 
motortruck mnniifnctiiror to label his 
truck a tw'o-ton hauler as It w'ould he 
for a horse dealer to say how much 
a liorsi' w'ould haul. Clearly In either 
case the load which nmy be transport 
ed depends almost entirely lyion condi¬ 
tions. For this reason leainng manu¬ 
facturers have abolished the ton rat¬ 
ing method and are fitting the trucks 
to the job. A transportation engineer 
goes over the hauler’s conditions thor¬ 
oughly. All his difiiciilties and ad¬ 
vantages are carefidly considered, and 
the proper size unit prescribed. Thus, 
a truck formerly rated at two tons 
may bo used for a four-ton load in the 
city, while in an unusually had sec¬ 
tion of the country a unit with a larger 
rated horse power capacity may he 
necessary. If the ow'ner is to prevent 
w'nsteful depreciation.”

APPROVE HIGHWAY PROJECTS 


Preliminary Estimate ot Cost of Im- 
provements Is Approximately 
$384,900,000. 


Up to June .80, 1920. 2,085 pro.1ect.8 
Involving a total of 29,310 miles of 
road had been approved by the sec¬ 
retary of ngrictiltnre. The prelim¬ 
inary e.stimate of the cost of these 
projects is approximately $384,000,000, 
of w'hich nppro.xlmately $163,841,000 
will be approved as federal alil. On 
the same date 2.110 projects repri»- 
senting approximately 15,044 miles had 
either been completed or were under 
construction. The estimated total cost 
of these projects in various stages of 
construction and completed, is $200,- 
000,000. The total cost of federal-aid 
work approved by the secretary In the 
19 months subsequent to the signing 
of the armistice and prior to July 1, 
1920, which is approximately $3.30,000,- 
000, exceeded by $63,000,000 the cost 
of all road and bridge work done by 
states and counties In this country in 
1015. The value of the w'ork com¬ 
pleted during that period amounted to 
$60,000,000, a rate of construction 
equaling that of the Panama canal.

So you see in all the best avenues and 
squares of Vienna, particularly In 
quarters frequented by foreigners, In 
front of the hotels and the entente 
missions, blind, armless, legless, and 
otherwise mutilated war cripples, still 
wearing military uniforms, begging tor 
alms.

Tlie ordinary 
garage iiiecliimic—I iiiean tlie “gyp” 
sort—usually cannot make a jiroper 
diagnosis, and he cures tlie troulde 
only after lie lias tiikori tlie car half 
njiart. If your car Inicks, and .von 
cannot determine tlie cause after n'lid- 
liig tills article, liave a competent 
service iniiii drive tlie ear. 

A car 111 perfect ineclianical condi¬ 
tion ttiroiigtiont will llirottle down to 
five or four or even tliree miles an 
hioir and pull evenl.v. Inif let tlieri' lie 
riiisliring and inniiediately tlie wtiolo 
car starts to jerk. Tlie misfiring so re- 
duees tlie power of tlie engine and pro¬ 
duces sneti lapses in tlie iiowor iiii- 
rmlses tliat tlie car must naturally run 
wllli a jer'sy motion. Tins applies to 
all ears, wlietlier new or old. Wlien- 
ever tlie eiiglni' eininot di'veloi) eiioiigli 
power to inill its load It falters just as 
a liorse will tighten and then permit 
slack in tlie traces. You would ilo tlie 
same tiling if you were drag;riiig a 
heav.v load. A carlionized engine enn- 
not develop full [lowf'r willi a given 
tlirotlle selling. I’oor ignllion, poor 
’nrlinretlon, iiniiroiier valve timing, or 
niy filnioriTitil engine eondilion Is lil:e- 
y to reduce tlie iiower and make tlie 
•ngine falter. It iniglit even stall. 

Common Cause of Trouble. 

I5nt aiiart frnni tlie engine ttiere are 
oilier causes of this eommoii troulde. 
Tlie eonnnonest is due to too nim li 
play lietween tlie driving iiinion and 
the large lievel gear or ring gear in 
tho fixle. It may, liowever, be due to 
excessive play anywbere in tb(> driv¬ 
ing system from tlie cintcli to tlie roar 
wheels. 

Wlien tlie engine is under load and 
pulling, all tlie parts Hint move are 
tigtit. Tills Includes engine parts— 
clutch, transmission, axle. Tliey tight¬ 
en like tile traces tigliten when n 
horse starts to pnll and continues to 
puli. So long as tins pulling continues 
there will be no noise, because tlie 
parts are tight against each other. If 
ttiey wore not they could not pull. In 
a car that tnicks cine to excessive piny 
In the driving system the same effect 
prnctically may be liad by slowing 
down and suddenly accelerating. This 
may be clone by closing' the throttle 
suddenly at 20 miles an hour and 
then suddenly opening it iignln. 

At low speeds, however, it does not 
require a great amount of extra play 
to cause a knock and the objectionable 
bucking. A clutch that has a worn 
plate and weak springs will slap 
against the flywheel and give the buck¬ 
ing effect. A worn clutch shaft or 
worn clutch bearing would cause It. 

Shaft Must Not Move. 

In the transmission the main shaft 
must not move back and forth, for if 
It does it will cause a knock, tlioiigh 
tt may not cause bucking, due to the 
fact that the movement is not trans¬ 
mitted to the other parts. 

Universal joints with worn sliding 
members or worn bushings on tlie 
spiders will cause hueking. If the 
sliding shaft Is not worn play else¬ 
where in tlie joint may he taken up 
and not noticed except ns an occasion¬ 
al knock. 

In tlie case of wire wheels It often 
happens that the wheel driving mem¬ 
bers liecome wm, giving the same ef¬ 
fect ns tliough tliere were iilay in tlie 
differential. If a wire wlieel Is not 
tight In place It will slap sideways and 
this knocking often Is inistuken for a 
bucking rear end.
